At a conference today between ihe at- 
torneys representing the heaviest cred- 
itors and Jacob Newman, attorney for the 
receivers, Dowie showed the lawyers a 
statement setting forth Zion’s assets and 
liabilities, He declared he valued Zion's 
estate at $14,000,000 above a!! liabilities. 
He exhibited large orders for lace and 
candy. kh'e said neither the lace nor 
candy factory could supply its orders. 
He showed an order for seventy-five car- 
loads of candy from a Cincinnati firm. 
He showed a draft for $50,000 from a 
wealthy wellwisher and declared he could 
draw or $200,000 more on one of Zion’s 
friends in Wisconsin, 

On this showing he offered to settle all 
urgent claims in cash and to put Zion 
on a cash basis in all future dealings 
with the outside world. With his heay- 
jest creditors out of the way, he said, 
the debts demanding immediate payment 
would not amount tO more than §$150,-

Baltimore, December 6.—Cardinal Gib- 
bons, in the course of his regular month-

“sweat shops” and appealed to his hear- 
ers to discriminate in making purchases 
in favor employers who treat their 
employees with justice and charity and 
recommended the charitable work for 
oppressed toilers conducted by the Con- 
sumers’ League. The text of the sermon 
was “Am 1 my Brother’s Keeper?” The 
cardinal said in part: 

‘My purpose today, dear brethren, is 
not to commend to you indiscriminate 
charity, but my aim is to set before you 
a special class of persons in this city that 
you may help to improve their condition, 
to redress their grievances and enable 
them to earn by their industry and hon- 
esty a comfortable livelihood. To come 
to the point there is a class of persons in 
Baltimore and in other large cities who 
are employed by proprietors of large 
clothing establishments. Some of these 
workers are employed in the stores, oth- 
ers make garments in their own homes 
and pring them to the establishmenis. 
Many of these workers, mén and women, 
are compelled toe teil in sweatshops, of 
which there are eighteen in one section 
of this city, which are contracted in spac¢e 
and poorly lighted and ventilated. They 
are overworked and underpaid. After a 
eareful investigation I have discevered 
that after laboring for six days, at ten or 
twelve hourse a day, their A: com-

Princess Keleo Kelet, 
Of Tutuila, Samoa. 
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HE Princess’ Keleo Kelei is prob- 
T ably the most beautiful woman in 

all the Samoan isles, and the story 
of her love for Lieutenant Louls C. 
Richardson {s as charming a romance 
as an Officer in the United States navy 
Was ever the hero Of. 

Lieutenant Richardson, who, because 
of the love of the princess for him was 
made a prince of the royal house of 
Samoa, left Atlanta Saturday evening 
after spending a week in this city at the 
head of a naval recruiting party. 

But thére was left behind a picture 
of the princess and also one of the man 
She lIsved, Lieutenant Richardson, and 
reproductions of thése are the two fllus- 
trations accompanving -this article. The 
princess is she wn in the costume of a 
royal bride, the original photograph be- 
ing taken some months ago at the time 
of her wedding. Lieutenant Richardson 
wears his uniform as an officer of the 
navy. 

The photograph of the princess was re- 
ceived by Lieutenant Richardson through 
the mall during his stay fn Atlanta, be- 
ing forward to him here from Washing- 
ten. D. C., and jt was the receipt of this 
picture that recalled the romance of 
fhree years ago. 

At that time Lieutenant Richardson 
was an Officer of the United States gun- 
boat Afimrenda, which was stationed in 
the Samoan isles for three years while 
the authority of the government was be- 
ing established In the archipelago. He 
was One of the most popular of the ship's 
officers and the natives were very fond 
of him, 

The Abarenda had been. in the harbor 
of Tutuila for a year and the Princess 
Fungusa, ag Keleo Kelei is called, had 
seen him often at the head of a detach- 
ment of sailors patrolling the island, 
and she fell in love with him. 

The first Lieutenant Richardson knew 
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of this was when Governor Tilley sum- 
moned, him to answer a deputation of 
princes, chiefs and common people, who 
had offered him the hand of the princess 
in marriage, saying along with this of- 
fer that if the young Heutenant woula 
accept he should have fifty fine mats 
and be made a prince of the royal house 
of Samoa, while hundreds of pigs would 
be killed and a great feast held. 

Lieutenant Richardson, [n answer to 
this message from the princess and from 
the people, said, in a pretty speech, that 
he loved the princess and loved all her 
people. the Samoans, but that as he was 
‘under the orders of the Great White 
Father, President McKinley,"’ he could 
not marry her. He might be ordered 
to far distant lands at any time, he said, 
and it would break his heart to leave 
his beautiful royal bride, while if he 
took her with him the rigors of the cli- 
mate in the cold north would kill her, 
and then his grief would be too hard 
for him to bear. 

This speech pleased the princes, chiefs 
and peopie, and they declared ‘that, 
whether he married the princess or not, 
they admired and loved him and would 
make him a prince as well ag give the 
feast in his honor. And they did both 
these things. 

Lieutenant Richardson remained in 
Samoa two years longer and was hon- 
ored, respected and deferred to, and 
since he left there, in the fall of 1902, 
he has always been very fond of Samoa, 
and cherishes tenderly the pleasant, 
happy memories of the three years he 
spent in the beautiful islands. 

The photograph of the princess re- 
ceived the other day brought back theze 
memories with renewed strength, which 
resulted in The Constitution being able 
to publish the pretty story of the ro- 
mance yesterday and the pictures of its 
hero and heroine today.

Japanese Bonds Advanced 
on War Cloud Dis- 
pelling. 


London. December 6.—With a stronger 
belief that the Bank of England will not 
find a necessity for relaxing its rates in 
the near future, the stock exchange last 
week was swayed chiefly by the aspects 
of the Russo-Japanese crisis. After the 
week had opened the report received by 
the Associated Press from Paris that 
a practical basis of agreement had been 
arrived at by Russia and Japan caused 
a revival of hopes for peace and was 
strongly reflected in ‘the advance in the 
price of Japanese bonds. Russians, how- 
ever, did not show such wide fluctuations. 
Argentines and Brazillans continued to 
be bought, and the sale of the warships 
Constitution and Libertad to Great Brit- 
ain by Chile improved the price of 
Chilean bonds owing to the belief that 
the amount received for the vessels may 
avert the necessity for Chile to raise a 
loan abroad. 

The market for American securities 
again ‘shared considerably in the gen- 
eral revival of business, the recovery be- 
ing greatly assisted by the spurt in 
steel preferred shares. 


Cotton Rise Had Effect. 

Manchester, December 6.--Businesrs in 
the cloth market since Monday has been 
restricted by the rise in the price of 
cotton, culminating in a general] disor- 
ganization consequent on the crop esti- 
mate of the United States department of 
agriculture, manufacturers being forced 
to withdraw quotations and many wholly 
retiring from the market. The general 
disposition is to wait for events. The 
crop estimate is widely condemned as 
misleading and unfaig, and though it 
may dominate the market.for some time, 
it is regarded more as a menace than a 
calamity. It is predicted that the crop 
will show an output of a million bales 
above the estimate of the department of 
agriculture. India merfchania who se- 
cured fair supplies of the cheaper grades 
during the last fortnight are little dis- 
posed to follow the rise. The China in- 
quiry was moderate and trade dull. Mi- 
nor outlets are hesitating. 

In yarns business was nearly at a 
standstill. The inquiry was fairly prom- 
inent, but users were mostly disinclined 
to pay the advance.

Anglo-American Arbitration. 

Every American who is a sincere 
advocate of world peace will welcome 
the revival of the agitation in favor of 
a general treaty of arbitration  be- 
tween the United States and Great 
Britain. However premature the pre- 
vious efforts to bring about such a 
convention providing the means and 
methods for the submission of dis 
putes of a judicial character to an un- 
prejudiced tribunal for ‘settlement, 
there will be general agreement that 
the time has now come for such a 
movement to be carried through to 
success. 

The possibility of the settlement by 
arbitration of disputes which do not 
involve questions of territorial integ- 
rity or national honor has long been 
the dream of those citizens of all na- 
tions who are capable of viewing in- 
ternational disputes from the high 
viewpoint of world-citizenship. A long 
stride forward toward that end was 
taken in The Hague agreement, to 
which all of the foremost nations sub- 
scribed. Since then a further and 
most important step was the consum- 
mation of the treaty providing for 
general arbitration of disputes of a 
purely judicial character that may 
arise between the long-time enemies, 
France and Great Britain. Now the 


time has certainly come for a similar | 


treaty between the two great English- 
speaking nations. 

Such a treaty was that negotiated 
by Mr. Olney, when secretary of state, 
with Lord Pauncefote, but the obsta- 
cles then presenting themselves were 


| 80 great that the treaty failed of rat- | 


ification. One of these was the fact 
that the convention was negotiated 
ir. the closing hours of an outgoing 
administration. This contributed to 
its failure of ratification, but was prob- 
ably not nearly so great a factor to- 
ward that failure as two other ob- 
stacies. One of these was the uncer- 
tainty over the Clayton-Bulwer treaty 
covering the subject of the neutrality 
of the proposed isthmian canal; the 
other was the Alaskan boundary dis- 
pute. 

Happily both of these latter obsta- 
cles have been removed, the former 
by the Hay-Pauncefote treaty, which 
takes the place of the Clayton-Bulwer 
treaty, and the latter by the recent 
decision of the Alaskan boundary 
commission. The possibility of fric- 
tion over the issues involved in these 
two questions having been removed, 
and there being nothing in sight cal- 
culated to produce misunderstanding 
of any character, the time seems pe- 
culiarly opportune for reaching an 
agreement of a permanent character 
under which al] disputes of a judicial! 
nature may be submitted to arbitra. 
tion. 

The Constitution recently printed 
the views of Mr. Thomas Barclay, an 
eminent Englishman, who had much 
to do with bringing about the Anglo- 
French understanding, and who, while 
in this country, has taken advantage 
of every possible opportunity to ad- 
vocate a similar understanding be 
tween the United States and Great 
Britain. Mr. Barclay’s contribution 
te the present agitation is valuable, 
but it must be evident that to be suc- 
cessful the movement should be in the 
hands of Americans, We cannot ex- 
pect Great Britain to take any forward 
rove until it has been demonstrated 
that such a treaty, if negotiated, wil} 
meet the approval of the American 
senate. In other words, Great Britain 
has already shown her willingness; 
now the United States must show 
hers, and in no uncertain way. 

The nucleus of the national organ- 
ization formed in 1896 still remains. 
Under its auspices a nationa] meeting 
has been called for next January. To 
tnis will be invited the governors of 
the states and many other representa- 
tive men from all parts of the coun- 
try. It is designed that the move- 
ment shall be strictly non-partisan, 
as is most proper, for this is a ques- 
tion rising entirely above partisan pol- 
itics. Democrats and republicans alike 
Supported the last treaty when it was

It does not seem too much to hope 
that, in the light of changed condi- 
tions, such a treaty would meet not 
only enthusiastic, but unanimous 
support in the senate. Certainly the 
sentiment of the American people is 
favorable to this movement, which 
ought to mean permanent peace with 
Great Britain, and which would con- 
tribute so largely to the peace of the 
world.

The United 
States would never have been willing 
» to submit to it a question like that in- 
volved in the Ajaskan boundary dis- 
pute, nor is it conceivable that Rus- 
sia, having given her solemn promise 
tc evacuate Manchuria, would submit 
tO any court the highly interesting 
| problem whether she intends to keep 
her promise. 

The Hague is all right for questions 
of a’purely judicial character. For 
the adjudication of claims like those 
against Venezuela it presents an ideal 
court. That the nations of the world 
have agreed to submit such questions 
| to arbitration is a great step forward, 
but the time has not come when any 
Strong nation is willing to have out- 
siders pass upon its national integrity 
or national honor.

Russian Big Talk. 

That Russian general who persists 
in talking about the ease with which 
Russia would crush Japan, “so small 
and poor an opponent,” is not contrib- 
uting toward the promotion of peace 
in the Far East. 

It is not to the interest of Russia 
tc have a war with Japan, nor is it to 
the interest of Japan to become in- 
volved in war with Russia over Korea, 
Manchuria or anything else: but it 
must be evident from the trend of 
popular sentiment in the mikado's 
kingdom that Russia wil! not have to 
go very far to provoke such a fight. 

The Japanese, wno are an intensely 
patriotic people and have demonstrat- 
ed their ability to sustain themselves 
on land and sea in modern warfare, 
have felt very bitterly toward Russia 
since the czar’s government took from 
them what they considered the legiti- 
mate fruits of their victory over 
| China. I[t has been with the greatest 
| difficulty that the Japanese ministry 
| has kept the ship of state off of the 
war breakers 
months, so strong is the sentiment of 
the people for war. 

It will not do for this Russian gen- 
| eral or anybody else to assume that 
because Japan is comparatively small 
and poor that victory would lie with 
Russia in any clash at arms. 
| judgment of American naval experts, 
Japan is more formidable on the sea, 
ship for ship, than Russia. The Jap- 
anese navy is as large as any force 
Russia can send to the waters of the 
Orient, and the Japs ure far better 
sailors, and it is believed better fight- 
ers on sea, than the Russians. Add to 
this the probability that Japan would 
be able to send into Korea, where the 
clash would most likely come, a land 
force equally as strong as Russia 
could send, and it will be seen that 
there is no excuse for Russian brag- 
gadocia. 

The only possible result of this sort 
of Russian big talk will be to augment 
the bitterness of feeling in Japan and 
tc proportionately increase the proba- 
bility of friction. Russia cannot well 
afford this and if the czar is wise, he 
will cable orders to his generals in the 
Tar East to adopt the “speak low” pol- 
icy of President Roosevelt.

dispatches and the formal and modest 
réport given out at Washington by the 
navy department covered the happenings 
here on November 4 and 5, still the few 
men who met a dangerous situation with 
unfiinching courage and faced the pos- 
sibility of a fight against great odds with 
never a quiver, deserves that their actions 
be recorded more in detail and fairly pre- 
sented to the people at home. 

On November 2 the United States gun- 
Captain John Hubbar¢, 
came into Colon. Her presence was wel- 
come on both sides of the isthmus to 
every man concerned in the brewing se- 
cession movement, but the surface ov- 
server of affairs saw nothing to make her 
coming necessary; there Was apparently 
no revolution on foot and traffic over 
the Panama railroad did not appear to be 
threatened. 

The next morning, Tuesday, November 
3, the Colombian gunboat Cartagena un- 
expectedly steamed into Colon with 450 
wvlombian troops on board. This news 
was flashed over the wires to the other 
side and the whole isthmus waked up. 
At once there was nervous excitement at 
Panama; young men carried messages 
hurriedly through the streets; secret con- 
sultations were held; wild plans were dis- 
cussed: some of the conspirators were for 
quitting, declaring there was no chance 
of success with 450 Colombian soldiers in 
Colon, and that the opportunity bad been 
lost, while others insisted upon instant 
action. The arrival of the Cartagena was 
forcing the hands of the secessnists. 
Those who advocated action finally pre- 
vailed, however, and Tuesday, Novem- 
ber 3, is now known ag the ‘‘day of the 
independence of the republic of Panama,” 

Colombians Are Lauded. 

With the gunboat Cartagena came two 
Colombian generals, Amaya and Tovar, 
and Colonel Torres. The generals were 
ignorant of the headway of te secession 
movement on the isthmus. They landed 
from the gunboat eariy on Tuesday morn- 


ma, 40 miles away, confident they would 
find all quiet there and suspecting noth- 


were landed in Coloy and took up their 
quarters in the old railroad passenger 
station, Colonel Torres being in cOmmand., 

late Tuesday evening Generals Amaya 
and Tovar and Senor Qbaidia, Colombian 
governor of Panama, were arrested and 
placed in jail, the declaration of Pana- 
ma’s independence was made and the di- 
recting council, or junta, composed of 
Senores Arango, Arlas and Boyd, was 
duly appointed. This decisive action was 
accomplished quickly and easily and it 
was undouotedly hastened by tne pres- 
ence in Colon of the Cartagena’s troops, 
who constituted the dangerous factor in 
the problem, which must at once be dls- 
posed of. The news of the arrest of 
Amaya, Tovar and Obeldia was no# gen- 
érally known in Colon until Wednesday 
morning. 

On ‘Tisesday, shortly after the two 
generals nad left for Panama, Colonel 
Torres requested the Panama railroad to 
transport his men across the isthmus. 
Now, the railroad company is obliged. 
according to its contract with the Colom- 
bian government, to transport Colombian 
soldiers; but, before this can be done,

News of tne Arrests. 
Wednesday morning the news of 
the arrest of Amaya and Tover was 
brought to Colon by the morning train 
arriving at 10:45. The 450 men at once 
became restive, but at this moment Por- 
firio Melendez; then agent of the Pan- 
ama junta and later governor of Colon, 
appeared uvon the scene. He _  ap- 
proached Colonel Torres and tried to ne- 
gotiate with him fer the quiet with- 
drawal of the troops of his command, 
but his efforts were futile. The Colom- 
bians would not agree, and shortly be- 
fore noon they threatened to attack Co- 
lon and kill every American here unless 
Generals Amaya and Tovar were lib- 
erated by 2 o’clock that afternoon. This 
at once put a serious aspect upon the sit- 
uation. 

The captain spoke never a word, but 
turned and walked to his gunboat. which 
was moored to a pier ready to be con- 
nected with the water tubes. He cast 
off and moved his ship a short way out 
into the harbor and anchored. Twenty 
minutes later he got under -way again 
and unobtrusively steamed off in the dl- 
rection of Savanilla. He did not return. 

The news that the 450 Colombian soli- 
diers had threatened to attack Colon and 
kill all Americans was made known to 
Senor Melendez at half past 12 oh Wed- 
nesday. The Nashville was at once sig- 
nalled that the presence of Captain Hubr 
bard was needed on shore. Fifteen min- 
utes later he landed at the small boa: 
wharf and the situation was cxplained 
to him. Forty men and two !-pounder 
guns from the Nashville, as big a ferce 
as possibly could be spared, were landed 
and sent to the freight house of the Pan- 
ama railroad. This force was in ‘com- 
mand of Lieutenant Commander Witzel. 

Thursday morning was spent by Senor 
Melendez in further negotiations with 
Colonel Torres. The former employed 
the arguments of reason and of common 
sense, and finally the argument of gold, 
and to this the Colombian colonel suc- 
cumbed. For $8,000 gold colonel Torres 
promised to embark fils troons on board 
the Royal Mat! steamer Orinoco, then 
in port, and be transported to Savanills. 

Soldiers All Balled. 

The payment to Torres of the $8,000 
was made by Mélendez tn a house on the 
main street out of sight of the pier. 
Melendez supposed the soldiers were on 
board the Orinoco when he turned over 
the money, but he was mistaken; they 
had not embarked and were still on the 
‘pier. Torres returned to his men with 
the money. The soldiers at once em- 
phatically refused to board the steamer 
unless their two generals went with

SHOT PRISONER 
WHO HAD KNIFE 


Detective Kilpatrick's Throat Was 
Knife's Target 


He Shot Down Joe Porter, a Depper- 
ate Negro Who Was Under 
Arrest—Negro Was Wanted 
on Two Warrants in 
Gwinnett County. 


To save himself from being slashed by 
a knife In the hands of a negro prisoner, 
Detective Kilpatrick used his pistol yes- 
terday morning and sent a bullet into 
the body of the desperate man he had 
in charge. 

Detectives Kilpatrick and Lanford went 
with the sheriff of Gwinnett county to 
Riverside to arrest three negroes who 
Were wanted for gambling and running 
blind tigers in the town of Buford. Riv- 
erside is a small settlement on the river 
car line about 4 miles from the city. The 
officers found a house fin which one of the 
negroes level. The place was surrounded 
and Detective Kilpatrick advanced into 
the house and arrested Joe Porter, for 
whom the Gwinnett county sheriff had 
two warrants. Porter made no resist- 
ance when the officer fastened one cuff 
of a pair of handcuffs on his left wrist. 
Detective Lanford and the sheriff left 
the room, seeing that the negro was In 
safe hands and began a search of the 
premises for the other two men wanted. 

Porter, ascertaining that he had only 
one officer to deal with, asked permission 
to put on his coat. No sooner had the 
officer turned him loose than he pulled 
a dangerous looking knife and made a 
savage thrust at the detective’s throat. 
Kilpatrick stepped quickly back just in 
time to save his life. He lost no time 
in drawing his pistol and as he did so 
he cried out to the negro: 

“Drop that knife, or I'll kill you.” 

The negro drew back his arm, made 
another slash, and, thinking probably 
that he had this time cut the officer, 
he turned to run. At the same moment 
the detective fired a shot. The bullet 
struck the negro in the leg, near the 
ankle, and brought him to the floor. 

When Detective Lanford and the sheriff 
heard the pistol shot they hastened to 
Kilpatrick’s assistance, but their help 
was not needed, for the prisoner was 
rolling on the floor in pain while the 
open knife lay by his side. 

Porter was allowed to make bond. He 
was left at Riverside under the care of a 
physician. 

Porter is said to be a very desperate 
character and is wanted in Gwinnett 
county for severa] cases cf gaming and 
for sélling whisky and Deer.

OPPOSED TO ANY AMENDMENT. 


President Nicholis Says Miners’ Con- 
stitution Must Stand as It Is. 

Scranton, Pa., December 6.—President 
Thomas PD. Nicholls, of district No. !, 
United Mine Workers of America, gave 
out an authorized interview tonight in 
which he declared himgelf as being op- 
posed to any amendment of the organt- 
zatiows adonstitution, recommended by 
the mine.strike committee in its award. 
This matter is to come up at the nation- 
al convention in Indianapolis next month. 
The commission suggested, among other 
things, that boys be given no chance to 
vote for delegates to conventions called 
to consider strikes and that a strike be 
deciared by not less than two-thirds af 
al) the delegates present. Mr. Nicholis 
foes not believe in amending the con- 
stitution at all. 

“Our constitution,’ he sald, “ie an elas- 
tic one, and because of this fact it should 
not be amended s0 as to provide for 
specific things such as recommended. If 
it is so changd, I fee} confident that it 
would be found extremely difficult to 
harmonize trade agreements with it. 
That would certainly be detrimental, 
both to the miners and operators.”’ 

Mr. Nicholls said that boys at pres- 
ent are allowed only a half vote, and 
that on this basis they constitute only 
10 per cent of the voting strength of 
the union. To keep them in the union. 
it is necessary to give them some say 
and take progress of them in the locals 
with the men prevents the declaring of 
many petty strikes, he sal@.

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MAKES A STRONG REPORT 


Washington, December 6.—The annual 
report of William B. Ridgely, comptroller 
of the currency, has been prepared for 
transmission to congress. The report 
starts with a table giving 4 detailed state- 
ment of the resources and Habilities of 
all the national banks of the United 
States, as shown by the five reports of 
condition made in response to the call of 
the comptroller. 

Comparing this statement with that for 
September 15, 1902, it.is observed that 
there has been an increase in number of 
reporting associations of 441 and a nat 
increase of $196,501,053.87 in aggrega 
resources. The inereases of the princip§ 
items of resources are as follows: Loans 
and discounts, $201,319,291; United 
States bonds, $65,799,650; specie, $31,- 
320,047.72: legal tenders, $14,992.241. 

During this period the loanable funds 


12-inch, | Were augmented as follows: Capital stock 
to the extent-of $48,187,241; surplus and 


other profits, $60,760,984.23; government 
deposits, $25,671,197.37. 

Notwithstanding the Increase in loa» 
able funds and the volume of loans and 
discounts, there was a net decrease from 
September 15, 1902, to September 9, 1903, 
in individual deposits of $52,940,394.86. 
reached: the maximum during 
the year, and also during the existence ofr 
the national banking system, on June 9, 
1903, namely, $3,200,993,509.22. From 
this high-water mark there was a decline 
on September 9 to $3.156.333,499.07, or 
$44,660,010.15. 

The capital stock and surplus funds of 
the associations gradually increased from 
$714,616,353 and $335.763,730.38, respec- 
tively, on November 25, 1902, to $753,- 
722.658 and* $370.390,684.26, respectively, 
on September 9, 1903. . 

The deposits of the United States with 
the national banks have shown but slight 
variations during the year, the amount 
to tha credit of the government on No- 
vember 25, 1902, being $138,464,809.47, 
and at the elose of the year $140,4/1,- 
999.26. Bills payable and rediscounts 


' were at their minimum on February 6, 


1903, and at that time amounted to $22,- 
921,837.75, and were at their maximum, 
$47,066,372.06, on September 9, !903. 

United States bonds on deposit to se- 
cure circulation increased from $341 ,328.- 
820 on November 25, 1902, to $343,119.- 
320 on April 9, 1903; to $368,941,370 on 
June 9, and to $381!,568.980 on Septem- 
ber 9. United States bonds on deposit 
to secure public deposits increased during 
the year from $131,376,700 on November 
25. 1902. to $136,940.020 on September 
9, 1903. Bonds other than United States 
securities, deposited to secure public de- 
posits, amounted on November 25, 1902. 
to $19.705.749.84, and steadily decreased 
to $16,743,055 on June 9, 1903. On Sep- 
tember 9, 1903. however, securities of 
this character were on deposit to the 
amount of $22,000,134.60. 


Impetus Given Banking. 

On February 25, 1903, the national 
banking system had been in ope@ation for 
a period of forty years, and: from June 
20. 1863, the date of issue of the first 
certificate authorizing a national bank 
to begin business, to October 31, 1903, 
there have been chartered 7,029 national 
banking associations, with capital at date 
of organization of $860,931,182, of which 
1.126. with eapital Of $293,148,628, were 
conversions of state banks effected in 
conformity with the provisions of section 
£154 of the fevised statutes, and the re- 
maining 5,903, with capital of $567,782,- 
554, banks of primary organization. 

The impetus given to the formation of 
national banking associations by the act 
of March 14, 1900, under authority of 
which banks are organized with minimum 
capital of $25,000, circulating notes is- 
suable to the par value of bonds de- 
posited, and semi-annual duty on circu- 
lation reduced, 1,765 associations, with 
authorized capital of $104,493,000, have 
been added to the system. The oOrganiza- 
tions during this period represent approxi- 
mately one-fourth of the total organiza- 
tions effected during the existence of the 
national banking system. Since March 14, 
and under authority of that act, banks 
with individual capital of less than $50,- 
000, the average being approximately 
$26.000, have been organized to the num- 
ber of 1,148, with capital of $29,948,000. 
During this period, 617 banks, with in- 
dividual eapital of $50,000 or over, were 
organized, their total capital amounting 
to $74,545,000. The average capital of 
banks of the larger class is approximate- 
iy $120,000, 

From the records of this office on July 
18, 1903, a table has been compiled show- 
ing the number and capital of national 
banks issuing circulating notes to the 
maximum—that fis, the paid in capital 
stock—to the extent of 75 per cent and 
less than 100 per cent of capital; 50 per 
cent and less than 75 per cent; 25 per 
cent and less than 50 per cent, and less 
than 25 per cent. The number of associa- 
tions In existence on that date is shown 
to have been 5,020, with capital of $755.- 
764,165 and _ circulation $378,014,135. 
Banks to the number of 1,492, with capi- 
tal $177,850,850, had outstanding the 
maximum amount of notes—that is, an 


‘equivalent of capital paid in—245 banks 


with capital of $66,681,810, circulation to 
the amount of $55,487,710, the issue in 
each case being 75 per cent or more, but 
less than 100 per cent, of the maximum 
issuable; 715 banks, with capital of $1 10.- 
473.400, were of the class issuing notes to 
the extent of 50 per cent or more, but 
less than 75 per cent of their capital. the 
issues amounting to $62,190,000. Associa- 
tions to the greatest number and with 
the largest amount of capital stock are 
in the class issuing nota to the extent 
of 25 per cent and over, but less than 
50 per cent of their capital. Banks of 
this class numbered 2,335, with capital 
Of $199,491,045, ang circulation of $58, - 
066,475. There were 243 associations, 
with capital of $201,267,060, whose issues 
aggregated $24,419,100, in each instance 
the issues amounting to less than 25 per 
cent of the paid in capital stock. Included 
in this latter class are eight banks, with 
capital of $5,110,000, which have no cir- 
culating notes outstanding. 

The outstanding circulation of the na- 
tional banks located in the city of New 
York was $45,296,500, and their capital 
stock $100,200.000. The Chicago banksa, 
with capital of $25,600,000. issued notes 
to the amount of $3,736,000, and St. 
Louls banks issued cireulation to 
the amount of $11,345,640 on 
capital stock of $15,600,000. Thea 
aggregate capital and circulation 
of the banks in the three central 
reserve cities was $141,400,000 and $60.- 
378,140, respectively. The capital of the 
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banks in the other reserve cities aggre- 
gated $178,180,260, and their circulation 
$74,756,700. The banks located else- 
where than in reserve cities issue 4 
larger proportion of circulation to cap- 
ital stock than the other associations. 


State and Savings Banks. 

An analysis of the consolidated returns 
from state, savings, private banks and 
trust companies shows an Increase in ag- 
gregaie resources in 1903 over 1902 of 
about $661!1,000,000 and over :!898 of near- 
ly $3.385,000.000. Loans and discounts 
amount to $4,296,675,586, a gain of more 
than $354,000,000 over the amount re- 
ported for 1902. A marked increase tn 
the cash holdings during the past year 
{is also exhibited in the statement, there 
being, approximately, $25,000,000 more 
money in the banks than was reported in 
1902. Going back for a pertod of five 
vears, it is .of interest to note the gain 
in cash holdings over the prior year for 
each year since 1898. In approximate 
sums, the {ncreage In cash holdings of 
these banks was $15.970,000 jin 1899 over 
1898; $9,783,000. 1900 over 1899: $19.- 
478.000, !90! over 1900: $10,669,009. 
1902 over {90!1, and $24,997.000, 1903 
over 1902. Canital stock increased from 
$499 621.208 in 1902 to $578.418,944 In 
1903, 2 gain of $78.979.736 for the year 
and over $208.000,000 subsequent to 
1898. Deposits increnged during the vear, 
anyrorimately, $347,000,000 to $6,352.- 
700.055. a sum greater by $611,000,000 
than credited to denositors in all renort- 
ing banks—state and national—in 1898. 

Canital stock of the 5.962 state hanks 
is $302.2#44.497 and individual deposits 
$!1.814.570.163 The number of banks of 
this character is 565 greater than report- 
ed in 1902. The cash holdings fn this 
class of hanks increased anproximately 
during the vear by $8.536.000 and agegre- 
gate assets by $1!182.000.000. 

Reports of condition of 53! loan and 
trust comnanies were received for th 
current vear. showing aggregate’ re- 
sources of $2.298 554.063. against 417 
companies with agereeate resources c? 
$1.983.214.707 reporting {n 1902. Tndl- 
vidual deposits in these institutions in- 
approximately, %$63,500.000 an3 
cash holdings $17.000.000 over 1902 

Returns were obtained from 1.174 pri- 
vate banks and bankers with assets of 
$169,049 821. In 1902 reports were re- 
1.939 hanks of this chara>-- 
whose assets were $169.364.435 
unofficial reports from a_ greater 


ceived than In 1902. meager returns from 
some states, notably New York, account 
for the decrease fm the aggregate re- 
sources. 

Savings bank reports to the number of 
1.078 have been received. of which 657 
are from mutual institutions and 42! 
from stock saving hanks, the latter be- 
ing operated forthe benefit of both 
shareholders and depositors. . The agere- 
sate resources of the latter class of 
banks are only about 1! per cent of the 
resources of all reporting institutions for 
Savings. 

The number of depositors fn Savings 
banks (exclusive of those in state banks 
of Illinois savings departments) has in- 
creased since 1902 from 6,388,793 to 6,- 
674,237 and the average deposit from 
$414.85 to $421.84. Including savings de- 
positors in the INinois state banks. the 
total number of depositors has increased 
from 6,666,672 in 1902 to 7,035,228 in 
1903, and the average to each depositor, 
estimated to be $412.53 in 1902, to $417.21 
this year. The aggregate deposits in say- 
ings institutions of the country in 1902 
were $2,750,177,290, and for the current 
year $2,935,204.845, an increase of $185,- 
027,555. The average sum. $380.74, to 
the credit of each depositor in the New 
England savings banks remains prac: 
tically the same as In 1902, when ft was 
$380.72. In the eastern states the aver- 
age deposit has increased to $437.99 from 
$428.46 in 1902. Pennsylvania and Mary. 
land show the most marked increase, the 
average in the former state being esti- 
mated at $315.25, against $303.47 last 
year, and in the latter state $400.86 in 
1903, against $345.52 in 1902. 

From the most rellable records at com- 
mand it appears that there are in ex- 
istence in the country about 18,000 banks 
and banking Institutions, including pri- 
vate bankers. In addition to returns 
from national banking associations re- 
ports have been received from 8,745 state 
and private banks, making the total num- 
ber reporting 13.684. The aggregate cap- 
ital of reporting banks is shown to be 
$1,321,924,992; deposits, $9,700,796.047 
and aggregate resources, $14,303, | 16,954. 


Growth of Banking System. 

In 1882 there were {n operation 2,239 
national banking associations; with cap- 
ital of $477,200,000 and deposits of $1.- 
131,700,000; and also, as shown by re- 
ports to. this office, 5,063 incorporated 
state and private banks, with capital and 
d@posits of $234,900.000 and $1,718,700.. 
000, respectively, or an aggregate of 7,302 
banks and banking institutions. with cap- 
ital of $712,100,000 and deposits of $2 - 
850,400,009. | 

Fr returns made to this office on or 
about’ June 30, 1903. it is shown that 
the number of national banks has jin- 
creased since 1882 to 4,939. with capital 
of $743,506.048 and deposits of $3,348.- 
095,992. The number of state and private 
banks in existence in 1903 was 13,29). 
with capita) of. $730,822.464 and depos. 
its of $6,855,222.486. The total number 
of national, state and private banks is 
shown to be 18.230, the capita} $1 ,474,- 
328,512, and the deposits $10,203,318 - 
487. 

The increase in number of national 
banks from 1882 to 1903 was over 120 per 
cent, and that of banks 
other than national over 162 per cent. 
In 1882 national bank capital resented 
67.0! per cent and the.deposits 39.7 per 
cent of the aggregate capital and depos- 
its of all reporting banks and banking in- 
stitutions. The percentage of both cap- 
ital and deposits of national banks shows 
a gradual reduction from that date to 
1903 to 50.43 per cent and 32.81 per cent, 
respectively. Within the period in ques- 
tion the capital of national, state and 
private banks was practically doubicg 
and the deposits nearly quadrupled. 

Comparing the number of banks, capita] 
and deposits with the population of the 
United States, it appears that in iss2 
there was one bank for every 7,190 in- 
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capital <@nounting to 
$13.60 per inhabitant and. the deposits 
$54.30. In 1892 there was One bank 
for every 7,016 inhabitants, the per cap- 
ita of capita] and deposits being $16.40 
and $71.40, respectively. The greater in- 
crease in number of banks as compared 
with population in 1902 resulted in one 
bank for every 4,897 of population, the 
per capita of capital and deposits having 
increased to $16.90 and $122.70, respec- 
tively. In 1903 there was in active opera- 
tion, as shown by. reports filed in this 
office, one bank for every 4.410 of popu- 
lattan, the per capita of capital being 
$18.30 and of deposits $126.90. 


Recommendations. 

The comptroller again renews the rec- 
ommendations contained in his report for 
1902 for legislation in regard to liquida- 
tion and consolidation of national banks 
ang extensions of corporate existence. 
The matter of consolidation of banks was 
apparently very little considered at the 
time of fhe passage of the national bank 
act. The necessary method of effecting 
a consolidation under the law as it now 
exists is inconvenient and cumbersome 
both to the banks and to the comptroller's 
office, and in the interest of better and 
more efficient administration the comp- 
troller recommends such an amendment 
of the law as was advised in his last re- 
port.

The most notable “fact in reg: to the 
national bank circulation is the eat in- 
crease in its volume, which reached $42I,- 
222.489 on Sepfember 5, 1903, the largest 
amount which has ever been in circula- 
tion. It is 55.43 per cent of the maximum 
possible circulation, which is higher than 
this percentage has been since 1886. This 
increase in the volume of circulation has 
been largely due to special efforts on 
the part of the treasury department. It 
has been feared during the past few 
months that when the demand came for 
currency to move the crop@ this year it 
might produce more than the usual dis- 
turbance in the money market. That 
this demand has been met with Iess dis- 
turbance and less advance in rates of 
interest than for several vears past is 
doubtless due largely, among other 
causes, to this increase in bank-note cir- 
culation. It is further of interes® to 
note that just as the circulation was 
reaching its maximum and the demand 
for bonds had advanced their price, the 
deposit of lawful money to retire circu- 
lation, which for some months had been 
light, suddenly increased, and during the 
latter half of September applications were 
received taking up the maximum of $3,- 
000,000 per month for the months of 
September, October, Novemher, and De- 
cember., 

One Serious Defect. 

This still further emphasizes the one 
serious defect in our system that the 
variation in the volume of our currency, 
instead of responding to the demand for 
currency, depends on the mi&rket price 
of bonds. Until our bank-note circula- 
tion is made automatically to respond to 
demand for currency for daily cash trans- 
actions without reference to the price of 
bonds it will never be entirely satisfac- 
tory or efficient, 

In the comptroller’s report for 1902 a 
recommendation was made that the na- 
tional banks be allowed to issue a por- 
tion of their notes uncovered by the de- 
posit of bonds. This seems the most 
simple and pragtical, as well as the 
safest way, to introduce some elasticity 
into our bank-note circulation and the 
same recommendation is renewed. 

During the past year or more our banks 
have successfully stood the very severe 
strain due to a great decline in the mar- 


| ket prices of all classes of securities and 


the natural reaction following a period ot 
great business activity and very genera! 
speculation, not only in stocks and se- 
curities, but in many commodix.es and 
products. There have been. cohsidering 
all the circumstances, fewer bank faii- 
ures than might have been expected. 
Those which have occurred have been due 
to special Or local causes or gross mis- 
management, and, in some cases, most 
flagrant dishonesty on the part of the 
bank officials.

“Take, for example, the plant that doves 
its seeds to fall by its 
This plant bends gently with the wind, 
but bounds back with a spring, casting 
its seeds at a distance of several feet 
from itself, the succeeding plant deposits 
its seeds in the game manner, and in this 
way this particular plant by degrees en- 
circles the globe. The Russian thistle 
proposcs to take possession of the whole 
world. This plant- breaks close to the 
ground, and the winds pick it up and 
earry jt over flelds and plains. Five of 
the western states have called special 
conferences at which to determine what 
can be done to prevent the rapid distribu- 
tion of this weed. 

“Seeds are scattered and carried at a 
distance by means of man, bird and 
beast. The animal, as well as the condl- 
tions of the elements, help to carry out 
nature’s law of distribution. Even the 
rivers bear them in their course and de- 
posit them along the fertile shores. rhe 
Mississippi carries them into the Gulf of 
Mexigo. They are borne into ns gulf 
streams and across the ocean to distant 
lands,

recognize the law of distribution. his 
principle is in accordance with the la® 
which operates everywhere. 

“It has a basis as deep as humanity. 
The laws of distribution apples to the 
human race. The same principle is seen 
in operation among men-—-man disperses
